T h e R a ilr o a d W ar. 
St. Paul. February 24th.—The St. Paul 
and Minneapolis Local Passenger Agents 
Association this morning issued instruc­ 
tions to sell first-class limited tickets to 
San Francisco, via either Omaha or Kansas 
City, for $42 05, and second-class limited 
for $52 05. The Northern Pacific still re­ 
tains tlie $G5 passenger rate to San Fran­ 
cisco, but made a cut on the rate to Port­ 
land, as announced yesterday. 


A NEW DEAL. 
St. P a il , February 24th.—It is reported 
here to-day that a deal has been made be­ 
tween the Canadian Pacific and the Mani­ 
toba roads, which, if consummated, will 
make the Canadian road a formidable 
competitor of the Northern Pacific and an 
active factor in Northwestern 
railroad 
affairs in the Vnited States. By the terms 
of this reported agreement, the Canadian 
road wiil abandon its policy of doing all 
business through the Dominion, and will 
establish a Pacific Coast line from St. Paul 
and Minneapolis by way of the Manitoba 
line. After June 15th a daily train will 
leave the two cities named for Port Moody, 
and run through without change oi cars to 
the Pacific Coast. In return for the use of 
its line, the Manitoba road is to receive 
from the Canadian Pacific on everv Eastern 
through ticket sold by that road to any 
point of Manitoba the same proportion of 
through rates that it would iiave received 
from tlie American roads, turning over tlie 
business at St. Paul and Minneapolis.

AHEAD. 
DANOER 


The people of Sacramento held a repre­ 
sentative, cool and deliberative mass meet­ 
ing December 3, 1885, to consider the Chi­ 
nese question. 
That meeting was, we say, 
em inently and uulim itedly representative, 
it suggested and directed a State Conven­ 
tion to l«e held to secure the broadest and 
wisest eouusel. 
Subsequently a meeting 
of expressly limited representation was 
held in San Jose, and also called a State 
Convention. 
The Sacramento Convention 
was called for March 10th; that of San 
Jose was to be convened a month or more 
earlier. 
After the calls were issued, the 
promoters of the San Jose scheme urged 
the friends of the Sacramento movement 
to abandon their call and unite with them. 
To this their response was that it was im ­ 
possible, because theirs was the priorcall; it 
was a call for a thoroughly representative 
body, delegates being chosen by the Super­ 
visors of all the 
counties, and 
tlius 
accredited by recognized authority ; that 
■thtrSffíí Jostf CófÁ’entioii was not and 
could not he truly representative, because 
its callJFas limited, and iarge sections of 
the State debarred representation, and, 
lastly, because m atters had progressed too 
far to permit the idea to be entertained. 
The San Jose Convention was thereu|ion 
held, and on adjournment it agreed to re­ 
assemble in Sacramento on the day fixed 
for the original and first-called Conven­ 
tion. 
An offer to the San Jose body to 
join hands with the Convention of March 
10th has just been rejected, and there the 
m atter stands. 
This puts things into just about as bad 
shape as is jios*ilile. 
O f all things in the 
world, divided counsels are tile worst for 
the anti-Chinese cause. 
Xow the purpose 
of a Convention from the outset was to 
mold public opinion at the East hv voic­ 
ing the sentiment of the {mopfe of Cali 
fomia. 
( >nr own people need no educa­ 
tion 
in 
the

whatever. 
The 
whole 
object 
was 
and 
is 
to 
give 
such 
calm 
expression 
through 
a 
body of delegates chosen from all the 
counties, by the legislative Ixiard of each 
county, and embracing business, labor, 
commercial, agricultural and all other in­ 
terest* affected. H ie"idea was that the 
voice of such a convocation would lie 
heeded at the East. 
But if we are to have 
two Conventions on the 10th of March, 
one radical and the other conservative, the 
effect will be to weaken the efforts made to 
give this Slate relief. 
There is no escape from the conviction 
that the recalling of the San Jose Conven­ 
tion to meet here on the same day with 
the original Convention was unwise. 
It 
does not disclose a desire to further the 
common purpose. 
There is no pressing 
need for the reassembling. 
It looks very 
m uch like a purjiosefiil plan to bring abont 
a collision in methods, that will furnish 
o u r opponents at the Hast precisely the 
opportunity they desire— reason to ex­ 
claim that this people do not know their 
own minds. 
It looks very much as if the 
promoters of the San Jose scheme mean to 
oppose any and all tem perate methods, and 
to insist upon the foolish radicalism that 
threatens to do so much injury to indus­ 
trial interests in California. 
This idea of driving the Chinese from 
one place and crowding them into another 
has not a particle of strength in it, hut 
contains all the elements of weakness. Pre­ 
cisely as the mass meeting in Sacramento 
of Dtcemlier 18th resolved: 
He wha declares the whole Chinese question 
ea-J be fettled withovt thorough organization 
among the entire people of the coast, aud that 
all the l hiñese employed in shops and factories 
throughout the State can be replaced by oiiera- 
tiveste be brought herelrom the East tu twenlv 
or thirty days, Is either a fool or a knave. 
The radicals in their haste projiose to 
suddenly disrupt and revolutionize condi­ 
tions under which vast industries have 
grown up, aud to furnish nothing better in 
lieu of the system they would break down. 
T o give apparent emphasis to anti-Chinese 
sentim ents they projiose to punish j»eo- 
ple 
innocent 
of 
all 
wrong-doing, 
aud to visit upon fruit, and general agri­ 
cultural interests, injury th at must lie felt 
iu all trude and labor circles. 
It is simply 
an attem pt “ to bite olf our noses to spite 
our faces.” 
It is graver than folly—it is 
insanity. 
I f the desire is to kill the anti-Chicese 
m ovem ent; to irrevocably fasten Chinese 
•servile labor upon California ; to rivet the 
•chains of workingmen beyond hojie of 
•their release; to make ruinous and de­ 
moralizing Chinese competition perma­ 
nent, let this rabid radicalism go on and 


prosper. The boycott Is one thing, and 
inhum an persecution is another. 
W here 
Chinese labor can lie supplanted at once by 
white labor now here competent to its tasks, 
and without serious injury to home inter­ 
ests, it should lie done, and that even at 
some discomfort. 
W here it is impossible 
of accomplishment without punishing the 
producers of California, it should not be 
even suggested. 
It is time enough to de­ 
mand substitution when we have organized 
to bring and are bringing in the skilled 
lalior to supplant the Chinese. 
The result of continued radicalism is 
easily forecast. 
There will be a reaction 
among our own people that will set back 
the whole movement a decade, and make 
our last worse than our former condition. 
Unless the two Conventions can be fused, 
and a single voice go up from this people, 
the reaction will set in on the 10th dav of 
M arch, and augment rapidly from that 
date forward. 
There is need for wise coun­ 
sel, calm guidance and judicious control, 
and the time for it is near at hand.

THE JEWELS OF FRANCE. 


The crown jewels of France are to lie 
soid afid the proceeds applied to the relief 
of aged workmen. 
It will not he a direct 
charitable giving, but the fund will lie so 
used as to furnish light employment to the 
veterans of labor, that they may by some 
simple service be made to feel that they 
are not absolute pensioners. 
The regalia 
of France was the most superb of all Eu- 
rojie. 
11 suffered severely from theft, acci­ 
dent and the changes of government. 
Mo 
one ruler handled it prior to the present 
republic in whose hands it did not suffer 
some loss. 
It is just to add that nearly all 
its custodians, however, added something 
to the collection. 
The great Sancy stone 
belongs to this regalia, but its identity is 
shrouded in mystery, since four or five 
•Sancvs have had their rom antic histories, 
each being claimed as the genuine. 
The 
I>eputies have decided to put the whole lot 
of jewels remaining, under the hammer. 
They are never again to serve the purposes 
of borrowing-royaity in France, as security 
for luxurious debt. 
It is a wise judgment 
that decrees the distribution of the vast 
wealth locked up in these precious stones. 
In its present condition it does no one 
good ; it sequesters jewels of rare lieauty 
that will be serving some purpose, even if 
only to glitter 
upon 
the 
{dating of 
a 
eoal-oil 
aristocracy. 
A 
republic 
has 
no 
nse 
for 
these 
dazzling 
gem*, but it has use for the money they 
represent. Moreover, to retain them under 
watch and ward, is to confess.a fear that 
some day perhaps they might be conve­ 
nient to adorn the court of a French king. 
Their historical reminders are not all 
pleasant in a republic. They typify a dead 
and gone governmental system ; 
they are 
mementoes of a narrower political civili­ 
zation than the world of to-day would tol­ 
erate. 
It was well, therefore, to decree 
their disposal. Some few of the stones 
having especial historic value will be pre­ 
served from sale as curiosities. 
But the 
mass of tiie collection will he disposed of, 
and one may reasonably anticipate a strug­ 
gle to obtain possession of the several 
pieces. 
For it will be something worthy 
the contention of wealth to secure articles 
of the regalia, aixiut which cluster some of 
the most romantic passages of the history 
of the old world. 
To t^ * c able to possess 
such curiosities, the touro of such as Marie 
Antoinette, the Napoleons, M ary do Medi­ 
ci, the Henries and Louises, Richelieu, 
jCttftthsVvS«’ker. Maurepas, will give to 
these* precious stones the sanctity of tragic 
interest at tcast, and make them more curi­

Q uarantine B iatlon a t San F ran cisco. 
Following is a copy of the bill introduced 
in Congress by Senator Stanford on Tues­ 
day to establish a quarantine station at the 
port of San Francisco : 
W uereas. The port of San Francisco is 
peculiarly liable to the incursions of infec­ 
tious and contagious diseases from South 
American, Pacific island and Asiatic ports, 
and it is desirable to establish a well- 
appointed quarantine station th ereat; 
Now, therefore, there is hereby appropri­ 
ated out of any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, such sum, not ex­ 
ceeding $-100,000, as mav be necessary to 
purchase grounds and erect buildings suit­ 
able for quarantine purposes at the port of 
San Francisco. The same shall be forth­ 
with expended, for the purpose aforesaid 
under the direction of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 
The said quarantine grounds and build­ 
ings, when completed, shall be under the 
supervision of the Marine Hospital Service 
at said port. The use thereof, from tim e to 
time, may be granted by the authorities ot 
said hospital to the heaith departments of 
the city and county of San Francisco or 
State of California, upon condition that the 
said health de{>artments. or either of them, 
assume the expense of m aintaining the 
same.

T he A n ti-C h in ese C ause. 
S anta Cruz, February 24th—An anti- 
Chinese club, with 130 members, was or­ 
ganized in A [it 03 last evening. 
Napa, February 24tli.—A Iarge and en­ 
thusiastic meeting of the Napa Anti-Chi­ 
nese League was held last night in H ott’s 
rink. The Committee on Enrollm ent re­ 
ported a pledge which persons must sign in 
order to become members of the League, 
to the effect that they will, just as soon as 
possible, discharge all the Chinese now in 
their employ and put white men in their 
places, and that by all lawful and peaceable 
measures they will help to rid the com­ 
m unity of Chinamen. This was adopted 
amid cheers, and the committed was in­ 
structed to canvass the city far signatures. 
It was decided not to issiie credentials to 
any delegate to the State Convention at 
Sacramento who would not sign this pledge. 
The meeting adjourned to meet next Sat­ 
urday evening and hear a further report of 
the committee. 
Cherokee (Buttecounty),February 24th. 
The Anti-Chinese Club of Cherokee had its 
regular meeting Monday' evening, and was 
addressed by E. J. Emmons, from Chico, 
who spoke principally of the virtues of the 
present agitation, and was followed bv Mr. 
Gamble, from Durham. Great enthusiasm 
prevailed, and a delegate was elected to the 
Sacramento Convention on the 10th of 
March. 
« 
P ent/. (Butte county), February 24th.— 
An Anti-Chinese Club was organized at 
Pentz Tuesday evening. Thomas Locker- 
man was elected Chairman, and George 
Chesshire Secretary. 
A Committee on 
Resolutions was appointed, consisting of 
Jesse Wood, C. Clarenbach and Mr. Ches­ 
shire. 
Grass Valley, February 24th.—C. F. 
McGlashau, of Truckee, held a meeting 
here last night in Empire Hall, which was 
crowded to hear him speak on the anti-Chi­ 
nese question. About 150 men signed the 
anti-Chinese pledge. There are not ov.er 
1(K) Chinese altogether here, em ployed'in 
laundries and gardens, so that we do not 
feel the effects of their presence as much as 
other towns do. 
Y reka, February 24th.— An anti-Chi­ 
nese meeting at Sawyer's Bar indorsed the 
actiun of the Supervisors, in appointing 
delegates to the Sacramento Convention, 
and organized a club for the purpose of 
using any reasonable measures to rid Sal­ 
mon river of the Chinese. 
San Diego, February 24th.—The new 
settlement of Escondido, in this countv, 
has taken a hand in the anti-Chinese cru­ 
sade by ordering the Chinese to leave, giv­ 
ing them until the 25th inst. to comply 
with the demand. 
An orderly citizens’ 
meeting was held. 
T h e F u g itiv e M urderer. 
San F rancisco, February 24th.—Chief 
Crowley still believes that Ang Tai Duck, 
the murderer of the W ickershams, will be 
brought home for trial. 
There is yet a 
chance that he will be secured in Yoko­ 
ham a; if not he will be welcomed by a 
warrant at Hongkong. 
This morning the Chinese Consul-Gen­ 
eral here received a_ cablegram from the 
Chinese Consul at Yokohama, in response 
to a cablegram sent Saturday. The mes­ 
sage. of which a copy was sent immediately 
to the Chief of Police, reads : “ Ang Tat 
Duck arrested by Japanese Government. 
At present. Secretary of State determined 
to release him to go to Hongkong.” 
Not long after reading this and endeavor­ 
ing to formulate from it some additional 
theory concerning the troublesome Duck, 
the Chief received the following, which 
made him theorize still more : 
Washington, Febtuarv 24, 18s»;. 
To Chief of Police P. Crowley, San Francisco: If 
the agent sent liom Siui Francisco to take pos­ 
session of the person of Ana Tai Puck did not 
have a lormal request from the Governor of Cal­ 
ifornia, procure such request from the Governor. 
This, the Japanese Minister here inform s me, 
will be desired tiy his Government. 
Leland Stanford. 
From the reading of this it seems evi­ 
dent that the Japanese Minister must have 
received some positive information relating 
to Secretary Bayard’s recent decision. The 
action requested by Senator Stanford had 
already been taken. The Chief replied as 
follows;

Gridley (Butte county), February 24tli. 
A Chinaman was found dead on Streeter’s 
farm, where they had a wood camp, yes­ 
terday. The body was found buried in an 
old cabin about four miles from town. It 
was identified as that of Ah Gin. The 
head was almost severed by a cut with a 
cleaver across the back of the neck, and 
both sides of the skull were mashed. 
Ah 
Son, a partner of Ah Gin, and his room-, 
mate, has been arrested for the crime. The 
evidence against him is very conclusive. 
Ah Gin has been missing several weeks, 
and the condition of the body shows that 
the crime was committed about the tim e of 
his disappearance. Robbery is supposed to 
be the motive, as $300 that Ah Gin had 
cannot be found. An inquest was held by 
Judge Norman. The body will be taken 
to Oroville and buried, by request of bis 
cousin, who lives iu Marysville. 
T lie F ien d s Should b e Skinned A live. 
Chico, February 24th.—On Sunday at 
Centerville, a little mining camp on Butte 
creek, eighteen miles from Chico, several 
miners entered the cabin of E. G. Heard, 
knocked him down, kicked and beat him, 
and then tied him hand and foot. They 
then stripped off his wife’s clothing, and 
each in turn attempted to outrage her. 
Not succeeding in this, they tortured her 
with sticks and fire, laughing at her cries 
for mercy, and intensifying the torture 
when she appealed to 'th e ir manhood. 
Heard is 75 years of age. 
His wife is past 
51 years, gray-haired and feeble in health. 
Yesterday evening Judee Schooler issued a 
warrant for the arrest of two of the wretches, 
and an officer has gone to the mountains 
after them. 
T en Year* in San Q uentin. 
N evada, February 24th.—Charles Cal- 
hower, alias Hart, convicted a short time 
since of burglary of H . Uphoff's saloon, 
Grass Valley, last November, wassentenced 
to-day to ten years' im prisonment in San 
Quentin, a motion for a new trial being de­ 
nied. 
Calhower is a desperate character, 
and the sentence passed on him gives gen­ 
eral satisfaction.

Ione (Amador county), February 24th.— 
Judge H. A. Carter, an old pioneer and ex­ 
member of the Legislature, after a short 
illness, died here to-day at 1 p. m.

T racy, February 24th.—William laird , 
a vaquero employed on H. N. Naglee's 
ranch, was drowned in a slough near 
Bethany last evening. He was attempting 
to swim the slough on horseback, when 
the horse became exhausted and both 
went down.

Laird was well kuown and a 
popular young man.

Mr. W ard, of Australia, who is ac­ 
companying the ex-Premier of that couh- 
try, Sir Alexander Stuart, to Washington, 
where they will endeavor to obtain favor­ 
able action on the scheme, was present.

conference,

represented by Mr. (Yard. 
Wru L. Merry 
presided. 
A communication was read to 
the Board, in which it was stated that the 
route of the cal-le will be via Honolulu, to 
connect with the Fiji Islands, Samoa and 
New Caledonia. It is estimated that it will 
cost ¿2,000,000, and five per cent, of this 
sum is desired as a subsidy for twenty-one 
years. The Australian Colonies are willing 
to subscribe on condition that the rates for 
messages shall be lower than the present 
cable rates. The cost of transmission now 
is twelve shillings per word, and it is pro­ 
posed to charge on the Australian cable 
two shillings and one penny per word. 
It 
is thought that the cable will last twelve 
years, and the subsidy asked is to be used 
as a fund for its renewal. The Government 
of Canada, it was stated, prefers that the 
line should proceed from British Columbia 
instead of San Francisco. C. L. Taylor of­ 
fered the following resolutions, which were 
adopted: 


W h e r e a s , The Colonial Government ot Aus­ 
tralia and New Zealand, as well as the H a­ 
waiian Governm ent, are interested in and pre­ 
pared to support the establishm ent of tele­ 
graphic cable com m unication. and request the 
assistance therein of the United States Govern­ 
m ent; and wheieas. the com m ercial interests of 
the Pacific coast will be greatly benefited by the 
establishm ent of said m aritim e com m unication; 
therefore, be it 
Resolved, Tiiat the Chamber of Commerce of 
San Francisco, cordially indorsing the efforts 
being made, respectfully requests the California 
delegation iu Congress to use its influence to 
assist the project by such m eans as mav be 
deem ed wise and exjiedient. 
Jiesolreel, T hat two attested copies ot these 
resolutions be forwarded to the California dele­ 
gation iu Congress. 
It is reported that the am ount which 
will be asked from the United States is 
$200,000.

A d vices from V ictoria. 
V ictoria, February 24th.—It is proposed 
to work a line of railway from Shoal H ar­ 
bor, in the district of North Taanich, to a 
point in the city of Victoria. The capital 
stock is $5,000,000, divided 
into 
5,000 
shares of $100 each. 
A dispatch from Cowichan says; Con­ 
siderable excitement was caused to-day by 
a report that a strange Indian and a 
Klootchman have been seen prowling in 
the woods back of here. 
W hat is peculiar 
about them is that they have been ap­ 
proached by several parties, and iu every 
case they retreated, and in one instance of 
another Indian approaching to speak to 
them, the man put his gun in a threaten­ 
ing position. The stranger is described as 
a large man, with a beard, and carrying an 
old musket. The Siwash who saw them 
says he is sure they don’t belong to this 
tribe, and that they are the murderers of 
Doring and Miller. 
The wreck of the ship John Rosenfeld 
will be sold on Monday, the 1st of March, 
by J. H. D. Anch, in this city. 
In addi­ 
tion to libelling the tug Tacoma, the own­ 
ers of the ship have entered a suit against 
Hanson, Ackerman & Co., of the Tacoma, 
to recover $150,000 damages. Theodore 
Davie, a barrister of this city, has been re­ 
tained for the owners. 
The British steamer Sardonyx has been 
chartered to sail thence March 6th for Man­ 
zanillo, Mexico, touching at San Francisco, 
Mazatlan and other ports, and terminating 
at Manzanillo. The Sardonyx will take a 
cargo of coffee, sugar, spices and other 
tropical productions for Victoria, and for 
transportation via the Canadian Pacific to 
Canada. She will connect at Manzanillo 
with a line of steamers for Hongkong, 
which ha9 been subsized by the Mexican 
Government to make frequent and regular 
trips between China and Mexico. The 
company that has contracted with Mexican 
Government for the service is the Company 
Mexicana Denari Navigation del Pacific. 
It seems that the Mexican authorities are 
anxious to encourage the immigration of 
Chinese, wishing to utilize them to labor 
in the sugar and cotton plantations. The 
company holds two concessions from the 
Mexican Government for the introduction 
of Chinese labor. The Sardonyx will carry 
from Victoria as many Chinese passengers 
as she can accommodate, and will take in 
a cargo of lumber and coals for the Mazar­ 
ían gas works. 
At San Francisco she will 
take on board flour and wheat for the Mexi­ 
can market. Mexico is going to im port 
Chinese iabor on a large scale, and will 
take all that British Columbia «md the 
United States reject. 
Columbus Jones, an old colored resident 
who came to the province in early days, 
died 
yesterday morning. 
H e had in 
his younger days been a slave in the State 
of Kentucky. H e was an honest old fel­ 


low, was looked upon as somewhat of a 
character, and by frugality managed to die 
possessed of considerable wealth, which is 
left to the children of a respectable white 
family.

The Canadian Pacific Railway author- 
ties have offered the 
interior farmers 
the exceptionally low rate of $4 per ton on 
farm products they may wish to ship to 
Moody from Sarona, Ashioft, Pince’s Bridge 
and Lytton. They also offer the same rate 
on ore shipped out for the purpose of assay 
or working. This would enable ore to be 
placed in San Francisco at abont $6 12 per 
ton. 


INTEREST-BEARING NOTES. 


Pickerel, weighing from four to five 
S 
ounds, are being caught in Great Pond, at 
Jverhead, L. I. The fish are caught in 
traps set in holes cat through the ice. 
In Zanzibar the leaves of a species of fig 
are used for polishing wood, just as we em­ 
ploy sand-paper. and are said to give a 
finish which sand-paper cannot impart. 
A butterfly—a creature supposed to iive 
at most only two or three days—was last 
year kept alive in a glass cage in England 
for 121 days, its age at confinement being 
unknown. 
The first umbrella ever seen in England 
was carried by a footman named John Mc­ 
Donald, and it is a remarkable fact that it 
belonged to somebody else, and was taken 
“ t*y mistake for his own.” 
The beautiful red plumage of a South 
African species of birds lias been chem­ 
ically examined and found to be due to 
copper. W hen the birds are kept fronf food 
containing copper thev entirely lose the 
tint produced by that mineral. 
A high mass was celebrated on Christmas 
eve in the chapel “ Maria of the Black 
Lake,” at the foot of the M atterhorn, fully 
8,000 feet above the level of the sea. 
It is 
rarely that at that season of the year even 
the most intrepid chamois hunter ventures 
to ascend so high. 
Not a single instance of color-blindness 
has been found by Schwatzbach in an ex­ 
amination of 2,000 Hottentots, Malays, 
Melanesians, Australians, Maoris and Poly­ 
nesians ; and he concludes that the defect 
is confined to the white race, and is due to 
influences connected with civilized life. 
A school-teacher in the suburbs of Bos­ 
ton recently punished a pupil for telling an 
untruth by putting cayenne pepper on his 
tongue. 
In the course of about two weeks 
he died of diphtheria. The friends of the 
hoy naturally claimed it to be a result of 
the punishment. An investigation satis­ 
fied the school committee th at it was noth­ 
ing but a coincidence, hut thev passed a 
vote disapproving of this mode of punish­ 
ment. 
The destructiveness of earthquakes de­ 
pends rather upon the suddenness of appli­ 
cation than the am ount of motion. 
In one 
at Rio Bamba it is reported for a fact that 
a man was hurled across a stream of 100 
feet, and landed on an elevation fifty feet 
higher than his original position. It is an 
undoubted fact that objects arc frequently 
thrown great distances. 
In the Mississippi 
valley, during the earthquakes of 1811 to 
1814, the tops of trees were twisted and en­ 
tangled and strong log cabins were thrown 
to the ground. 
Rivers are sometimes 
checked in their flow, and in past geolog­ 
ical ages some have been completely turned 
from their course by earthquakes. ‘

T lie N'Icoluus Ctiioese Afluir. 
Patrick Carroll, of Nicolaus, was in the 
city yesterday, and speaking of the driving 
out of the Chinese front that place recently, 
stated that the substantial citizens there, 
while they had taken part in public meet­ 
ings upon the Chinese question, and were 
in favor of replacing the Chinese laborers 
as rapidly as possible by white workers, 
were opposed to all violent measures, and 
had nothing whatever to do with driving 
out, and sending away by steamer to Sac­ 
ramento. forty-two Mongolians. H e was 
quite {minted upon the subject, aud sa\s 
that hop-raising will probably have to ite 
given up there for the present, if Chinese 
are not to he allowed to be employed, as 
there cannot, at once.be found'w hite la­ 
borers sufficient who are experienced in 
certain parts of the work in ho{i-growing 
to successfully carry on the industry. The 
fruit-growers he also considers to he liable 
to the same difficulties, and says that if so 
violent a change is to be wrought, in going 
over from the Chinese labot to employment 
of all white work hands, it will create a 
shock to many prom inent industries of the 
State, which will make otir employing 
classes heavy losers, and that the reaction 
which will thereby be caused in tlie Chi­ 
nese exclusion question will great retard, if 
not stop, the good work in that direction 
which might lie brought about by less over- 
hasty action. 
He claims that when industries have to 
be given up on account of the sudden rup­ 
ture in the labor supply, the stopping of 
these sources front which the demand for 
labor arises will actually leave less work 
for white laborers than is at present per­ 
formed by them. As an instance, he says 
that he last year gave employment to quíte 
a nnmbcr of white laborers—as many as 
could be given work outside of skilled 
labor—in which they were not experienced. 
Now, if he cannot employ Chinese to do 
the portion of the work which they alone 
«an perform, he will plow up his hop fields 
and sow them to alfalfa, in which case he 
would require no laborers of any kind. 
This, be says, would be the next fieri use 
to which he could place his hop lan d s; 
and, as will be seen, would not only cause 
the discontinuance of Chinese labor, but 
with it white laborers would also lose em­ 
ployment, and actually suffer thereby. 
Mr. Carroll was very candid in his re­ 
marks upon the subject; declared that he 
desires to see all Chinese labor replaced 
with white lalior as fast as it can possibly 
he brought about without injury to our in­ 
dustries and our own people, and that he 
would assist all movements tending to that 
end. He is an intelligent and prom inent 
farmer at Nicolaus, and says ali the leading 
property-owners in that vicinity entertain 
the views he has here expressed.

Bimetallism is strongly gaining favor in

Minister Denby reports that an era of 
progress is dawning in China, and that rail­ 
way building will soon be inaugurated.

The hearing in the ease of Burns, Hynd- 
man, Champion and Williams, Socialistic 
leaders accused by the authorities of hav­ 
ing incited the recent riots at Trafalgar 
Square and Hyde Park, was resumed in 
London yesterday. 
Chamberlain, in reply to a deputation of 
London workingmen, said lie would not 
cease urging the local boards to start relief 
works, such as paving and improving the 
streets, to furnish the means of subsistence 
to those in absolute need. 
Charles Francis Adams, President of the 
Uuion Pacific Railway Company, and ex­ 
Senator McDonald, attorney for the Union 
Pacific roads, appeared before the House 
Committee on the Pacific Railways yester­ 
day, and expressed their views at length on 
the general subject of the indebtedness of 
the Pacific railways. 
At a meeting of the Chambers of Com­ 
merce in London, Mr. Forwood, Conserva­ 
tive member of Parliam ent from Lanca­

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE 


The Zeller Case. 
The whole of yesterday was occupied in 
trying to get a jury in the case of Michael 
Zeller, charged with the murder of Henry 
Harris. Ten jurymen were secured on 
Tuesday. Yesterday two venires, one of 
fifteen, the other of ten. were exhausted 
and but one juryman obtained. At 1 p. m. 
Judge Van Fleet issued an order fora ven­ 
ire of twenty jurors, returnable at 9 a. m. 
to-day, to which time the Court adjourned, 
James O Neal, one of the individuals I 
summoned hv the Sheriff on the last venire, 
faffed to put in an appearance, and the 
Court ordered him brought in upon a bench 
warrant, i p to the time the Court ad­ 
journed the Sheriff hail not made his re­ 
turn, and it waa stated that Mr. O Neal had 
left for his place of business in the neigh­ 
borhood of Courtland. 
H. Hey man, who also failed to appear at 
2 o'clock, was brought in upon a bench 
warrant. He claimed (hat *>e did not 
understand Deputy Sheriff- llider that he 
was wanted for a juryman. The Court 
fiostponed action until 'the return of the 
Sheriff, promising Mr. Hevman tbal he 
would he punished if found to be in con­ 
tempt of Court. 
Nearly all those summoned as jurymen 
yesterday were excused for cause, most of 
them stating that they had formed an 
opinion of the case, from reuding the testi­ 
mony before the Coroner's inquest and ex­ 
amining magistrate, which went to the 
guilt or innocence of defendant, and which 
it would take evidence to remove. One 
juryman said he was prejudiced against 
any man who used a pistol, unless it was ' 
clearly shown that it had to be used to pro­ 
tect his own life.

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The Arson Case. 
In the Police Court last evening the case 
of John Senich, arrested for arson in setting 
lire to the Universal Restaurant, of which 
he was proprietor, last Saturday morning 
about 2:20. came up for examination. City 
Attorney Anderson prosecuting and Grove 
L. Johnson appearing for the defense; The 
evidence showed that an incendiarism had 
been committed, but as against Senich it 
was purely circumstantial, there being 
nothing to indicate positively that he was 
at the restaurant, or in its vicinity, after 
the hour at which he says he went home— 
10 o’clock the previous night—though it 
was in evidence that a man resembling 
him in size was seen to dodge into the 
doorway of Hoyt's tinshop, a few doors 
from the restaurant, as if to escape the ob­ 
servation of passers-by. a few minutes 
prior to the fire. The most damaging tes­ 
timony, if it is not contradicted or ex­ 
plained away, is that of Chief Jackson, 
who, in narrating the statement made by the 
defendant after arrest, testified that Senich 
said that he bought the can of coal oil, 
found in the basement of the restaurant, a 
few days before the fire, to accommodate a 
patron concerning whose name or identity 
he could give little or any information. 
The can was about half full 'o f off when 
found after the lire. 
The testimony of 
several witnesses was taken, and then, as 
it was evident that the hearing could not 
be finished that evening, as there were a 
number of witnesses for the prosecution 
yet to testify, with the defense also to hear 
from, the case was continued until 7 
o'clock this evening.

SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


The first marketable strawberries of the 
season arrived from Redwood City Tues­ 
day. The wholesale price for them was 85 
cents per pound. 
W illiam Levison, the young man who 
was shot by his jealous wife last Monday 
afternoon, at the corner of Turk and Tay­ 
lor streets, is in a greatly improved con­ 
dition. 
The steamship City of Peking arrived 
Wednesday from Hongkong, via Yoko­ 
hama and Honolulu, and brought no later 
news than that received by the San Pablo 
Tuesday. 
About seventy-five persons interested in 
the Townley-Cliace estate in England met 
in San 1'iancisco, Tuesday, and organized 
an association with the object of securing 
their rights as heirs. 
The I'nited States steamer Bear, one of 
the Greelv relief vessels, presented to the 
United States by the British Government, 
and which has been ordered into the rev­ 
enue marine service on the coast, arrived 
here Tuesday. 
The Poet publishes a statement that 
agents ot the Sunset route have sent to 
their customers for all freight bills paid 
since the war rate broke out, and are m ak­ 
ing rebate on such bills to meet the lowest 
cut rate made by themselves or any other 
roads. 
Ur. W. T. Browne, Superintendent of 
the Stockton State Insane Asylum, died in 
this city at II 1*. m. Monday night. 
He 
was in usual health and good spirits, and 
on that day dined with Superintendent 
Sedgwick at the House of Correction. The 
remains were taken to Stockton. 
Five little Japanese damsels, with paint- 
bedaubed faces and attired in Oriental cos­ 
tumes, were arrested, Tuesday evening, 
upon charges of visitinga house of ill-fame 
at No. 1U> Ellis street. One of the women 
deposited $100 bail with the prison-keeper, 
and they were all released from cu sto d y 
The Supreme Court has rendered a de­ 
cision in the case of the People vs. the 
North Pacific Coast Railroad.

MEDICAL. 
M elbourne A d vices to J an u ary 23d, and 
A u ck lan d N ew s to F eb ru ary 1st. 
By the arrival of the steamer Mariposa 
at San Francisco we have Melbourne ad­ 
vices to January 23d and Auckland news to 
February 1st. 
VICTOBIA . 
The Melbourne Leader of January !)th 
gives three columns of rei>orts of bush 
fires. It says: “ The excessively dry and 
hot weather experienced lately has led to 
serious fires occurring in several of the 
country districts, in some of which a great 
am ount of damage has been done. The 
conntry has dried up with astonishing 
rapidity within the last six weeks, and the 
great heat of the past few days rendered it 
a matter of certainty that once fires started 
they would make headway. To add to the 
danger a strong wind, which at limes 
amounted almost to a gale, was blowing on 
Monday and Tuesday, the result being that 
a num ber of fires have occurred, and the 
flames, carried onward by the wind, have 
traveled at an appalling rate of speed, de­ 
vastating ail before them .” 
A special from Lome of January 6th says 
a conflagration is raging along the whole of 
the seacoast, from Cape Otway to Loutitt 
Bay, a distance of forty-five miles. So far 
as can be learned the fire has extended 
fully five miles inland and for nearly thirty 
miles along the coast, and it is feared that 
several struggling selectors have been ren­ 
dered homeless. The flames raged so furi­ 
ously ou the ranges along the main road 
from Birregurra to Lome that the coaches 
running to the latter place could not pass 
through the burning tim ber without dan­ 
cer of the passengers being burned. 
From 
Warrnambool, 170 miles from Melbourne, 
a great amount of damage was done. The 
weather was extremely hot, the therm om ­ 
eter standing at 130° in the sun. At Camp- 
erduwn the heat was also excessive, and 
the town was surrounded by tires. At 
Ballarat the mercury stood a t’ 984° in the 
shade and 148° in the sun. The town was 
hemmed in by bush fires, and the smoke' 
was so thick in the streets that traffic bv 
vehicles was almost entirely suspended’. 
Similar reports were received from Gordon, 
Beaufort, Hamilton, Goornong and other 
towns. No estimate of the damage could 
be made, but it will am ount to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 


SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 
A sad fatality occurred on board the 
colonial war vessel I’rotector, at Glcnelig, 
on January 1st. 
A royal salute was being 
fired, and, after the seventh shot, a gunner 
omitted to sponge out the breech of the 
gun. consequently leaving the burning 
wadding in. 
A fresh cartridge was put in, 
and when just about to close the breech- 
box the cartridge exploded, blowing open 
the box. The cartridge case struck gunner 
Davis, who was instantly killed, and an ­ 
other man was injured. 


N EW SOUTH W ALES. 
The Auckland Herald declares that Nor­ 
folk Island has been offered to and accepted 
by New South Wales, subject to the ap­ 
proval of Parliament. 


N EW ZEA LA N D . 
A shovel-nosed shark fourteen feet long 
and two feet across the back of the bead 
and over three feet in thickness, was caught 
by two fishermen at Bambcrry bay. The 
shark was placed on exhibition at Auck­ 
land. 
A great fire occurred at W aihawa on Jan­ 
uary 5th. 
it burned more than a score of 
bouses, and it was only by the aid of the 
Napier Fire Department that the town was 
saved from destruction. 


N EW G U IN E A . 
A Cooktowu special of January 7th to 
(lie New Zealand Herald say s: Captain 
Liljeblad, of the schooner Eliengown. re­ 
ports that lie held a protracted inquiry into 
the m anner in which Captain Frier and 
John W atkins were murdered at Moresby 
island. It appears that 
Captain Frier 
showed the natives his trade, thus exciting 
their cupidity, and the women, who were 
waiting for their relatives who died in 
(Queensland, incited the men to kill Frier. 
They accordingly determined to do so, but 
first had to decoy Billy, the adopted son of 
the native teacher, Jerry, of Teste island,, 
whom they were afraid to hurt, as the 
Teste islanders would avenge him . Billy 
was told that Frier was to be killed, and he 
cautioned Frier to be on his guard, but to 
no purpose. Billy was sent by Frier to 
fetch a pig i which the natives pretended 
was on sheer: ready for Frier, and when he 
returned 
Frier 
was 
murdered. 
The 
natives we® on board the schooner, where 
Frier was 'failing in his cabin. He came 
out to speaM to the natives, who were ap­ 
parently frftndly. They surrounded him, 
and one n ^ n named Baílala clasped him 
suddenly rfu n d the body, while another 
man, named Kassawarramarngi, speared 
him tbrouai the back, and a third, whose 
name is uiKnown, clubbed or tomahawked 
him over t |e head. The body was then 
taken asliife. W atkins was attacked on 
shore, w hile he had gone for wood and 
water. H fdefended himself bravely, and 
one Moresiy island man fought on his be­ 
half, and '(¿is severely wounded. W atkins 
was evenl íally killed, and both bodies 
were presi nablv eaten. The natives are 
now very angerous, and threaten to kill 
every whi ■ man.

TR U N K L IN E S f r o m NEW YORK TO CH ICAG O. 
It is possible that the trunk lines from 
New York to Chicago will be drawn into 
the fight, as it is understood that the Erie 
lias begun to cut on overland business. A 
meeting of tlie managers of the trunk lines 
and of the Iowa lines was called for to-day, 
at which it was expected that something 
would be done.

A conductor m ar call for the signature of 
a passenger at any time, and if it should 
not agree with that on the ticket, the latter 
niav be confiscated. This privilege the 
railroad reserves in consideration of the 
low price of the tickets. The Atlantic and 
Pacific has not yet sold any unlimited 
tickets at less than the old schedule rates, 
tu t will be forced to do so, it is likely, 
should the war be kept up long.
